The Wicksworks at Saratoga; 
Hill Prince Had Ouchy Foot 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 


Before you read these lines, the Wicks 
committee will have started its open hear- 
ings on racing in New York. It is doubt- 
ful that these will be interesting enough 
to rate much space in the newspapers. but 
probably you will be neither surprised 
nor edified by anything that comes out. 


The committee was not appointed to 
investigate racing. Last spring, you will 
remember, a part of the New York rac- 
ing law was held to be unconstitutional, 
in that it delegated to The Jockey Club 
licensing powers which, in the court’s 
opinion, belonged to the state. Do not 
be asking me how baseball is permitted 
to appoint an authority to supervise its 
personnel and racing is not, because I am 
not very good at fine distinctions. I sus- 
pect it is that not much is to be got out 
of baseball, which is protected so much 
by public interest that it is politically 
dangerous to lay a hand on it, but may- 
be it is something worse. At all events, an 
emergency law was passed, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to shape a perma- 
nent one. My assumption had been that 
legislators were already paid to frame 
laws, but the committee was given $25.000 
with which to frame this one. 


Its first public appearance was at Bel- 
mont Park, a very charming spot. If the 
committee visited Jamaica or Aqueduct I 
do not know of it. But now it has nested 
at the Gideon Putnam Hotel in Saratoga, 
a remarkably plush, and expensive joint, 
if you didn’t already know. It proposes, 
according to a publicity release which it 
had brought up from Albany and dis- 
tributed, to question the chairmen of the 
state racing and harness commissions, re- 
spectively. The committee could, by the 
medium of a letter and its reply, have 
got the same information from the State 
Racing Commission at a cost of six cents, 
plus stationery, but this doesn’t compare 
in comfort or convenience with a spell 
at the Gideon Putnam in August, with 
Saratoga in flower. The intelligence, if not 
the integrity, of the committee, thus gets 
a favorable mark. 

The racing knowledge of the committee 
goes beyond belief, though it goes in the 
wrong way. One member is reported to 
have looked with suspicion on the “read- 
ing room,” actually a clubhouse, at Sara- 
toga, under the impression that it offered 
facilities to a privileged few to learn more 


about the form of horses than was avail- 
able to the general public, and that this 
wasn't right. It is certain that Saratoga 
bought some new cushions for the chairs 
there, rightly estimating the committee’s 
weakest point. 


No newspaperman could honestly be- 
grudge the committee a junket, though 
normally these are not taken at the pub- 
lic expense in the journalistic trade. But 
it ought to be on the record that this 
is the approach which is being taken to- 
ward the formation of a racing law. If it 
keeps on long at the Gideon Putnam, the 
committee is going to need more money. 

My own interest, of course, is what 
kind of a racing law emerges from this, 
and try as I may I cannot be very opti- 
mistic. Very often “racing,” used as an 
abstract noun, is belted around for let- 
ting this or that questionable character 
stay in it, and it ought to be recognized 
that, now and presumably henceforward, 
“racing” has nothing to do with it. The 
decision is in the hands of a group with 
a $25,000 appropriation and an unpreju- 
diced impartiality gained from a complete 
ignorance of its subject. The racing com- 
mission itself has had just a hell of a time 
extracting from Albany sufficient money 
with which to carry on its supervision. 


CHANCE. There are two approaches to 
Hialeah’s decision to charge half the 
starting fee in stakes races for passing 
the entry box. The total cost of starting 
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and horsemen, who would rather have two 
$25,000 races than one any day, made it 
their business to stuff it full of entries 
thereafter, to try to force a split again. 
But once it cost $250 to pass the entry 
box, the necessity for splitting it was re- 
moved. It sometimes happens in other 
stakes, particularly in those which have 
set weights, that there is one outstanding 
horse that nobody wants to try to beat, so 
the temptation exists to stuff the entry box 
and hope to get drawn into the easier 
division. 

On the other hand is the time-honored 
will not be increased at all, but under this 
system it will be expensive to make only 
a gesture at starting. In New York it 
proved necessary to make such a provision 
in the Gazelle Stakes, because it got so 
many entries one year that it was split, 
privilege of an owner—or of his trainer— 
to wait until 45 minutes before post time 
to make up his mind definitely, and since 
he has put up from $25 to $200 in nomi- 
nation or eligibility fees, you may con- 
sider that he has paid for the privilege. 
The idea of putting a financial penalty on 
monkey-business is sound enough, but I 
should think it would be more equitable 
to excuse horses without penalty if track 
conditions change between entry and race 
time. or if a veterinary certificate can 
be presented to show that the horse has 
become ill or has been injured in that in- 
terval. 


STING. Hill Prince’s trouble, it de- 
velops, was in his shoeing just before 
the American Legion Handicap, which 
was to have been his first start of the 
year. He worked a half-mile the day be- 
fore the race, with Arcaro up, and would 
not give it much. Examination showed 
nothing wrong with him, and it was 
surmised that he might be catching the 
cough which is fairly prevalent at Sara- 
toga. But when one of his shoes was re- 
moved, on suspicion, it was discovered 
that there were faint traces of blood on 
the underside of the hoof, and that it had 
been trimmed down just a_ trifle—an 
eighth of an inch, maybe—too much. 

With a felt pad put on between the 
hoof and the shoe he jogged comfortably 
on soft dirt under the stable shed, but of 
course hard ground would have hurt him. 
So his comeback will have to be delayed 
until that hoof grows a little. 


STAKES DATES REVERSED 


Date of the $50,000-added Trenton 
Handicap at Garden State Park has been 
changed from October 27 to November 
3, closing day. The Benjamin Franklin 
Handicap, for 3-year-olds, will be run 
October 27 instead of November 3, as 
originally scheduled. The meeting runs 
from October 2 through November 3. 
Nominations for all stakes will close Mon- 
day, September 17. 
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‘Saratoga Sales: Up By 50 Per Cent 


Though the first six sessions of the annual Saratoga yearling sales under the 
direction of the Fasig-Tipton Company a total of 278 yearlings had been sold for 
$1,534,500. The average, $5,520, was a resounding 50 per cent higher than that for 
the entire series last year. 


This was an even larger gain, percentagewise, than was registered at the earlier 
Keeneland sales, where the average was 37 per cent higher than in 1950. In terms 
of dollars, the rise in average at Keeneland was $2,228, at Saratoga, $1,832. 


The sales were almost complete when THE BLoop-Horse went to press. Withdrawal 
of the entire O. J. Breault consignment and of other yearlings had reduced the final 
session to 21 head. Thus the total number sold at Saratoga this year will be fewer than 
last year by about 21 head. (The Breault yearlings are to be consigned to the 
Keeneland fall sales under the name of Samuel M. Look as receiver.) 


Virtually all of the high-bidding Western contingent which bought yearlings 
at Keeneland was missing from Saratoga. In their place were others who had been 
missing at Keeneland, and the market continued with the same buoyancy it had shown 
in Kentucky. 


To some degree the rise in average at Saratoga could be attributed to a policy 
which tended to exclude some of the cheaper yearlings such as have been admitted 
into the catalogue in previous years. But in the main it appeared simply a reflection 
of the general inflation and of a very genuine increase in the demand for good racing 
stock. 


Top price at Saratoga was the $34,000 paid by I. J. Collins, of Lancaster, Ohio, 
for the *Mahmoud—Forever Yours colt in the consignment of Henry H. Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm. The underbidder in this contest was C. G. Raible, of Cleveland, who 
earlier in the year had made a considerable investment in yearlings through private 
purchase. 


The second highest price was also for one of the Knight yearlings. A filly by 
*Shannon II out of *Nordresa was purchased by William Goadby Loew for $33,000. 
A few hours before the sale Mr. Loew had seen his 3-year-old colt Mallow, by Challedon 
out of *Nordresa, win a maiden race at the Saratoga course. 

The summary for the first session of the Saratoga sales was given in last week’s issue 
of THe Bioop-Horse. The concluding session will be given next week, along with a 
recapitulation of the sales and notes from Managing Editor Alex Bower, who will return 
home this week end. The other sales are accounted for here.

The third session saw 43 yearlings pass 
through the ring for $266,100, average 
$6,188, again a pronounced advance over 
the corresponding night in 1950 and over 
the entire sales series of last year. 


The largest consignments were those of 
Nydrie Stud in Virginia and Dr. Frank 
Porter Miller, of California, whose stock 
is now bred principally in Kentucky. 
Nydrie’s sale represented a considerable 
improvement over that of 1950.

Peak of the Saratoga market usually is 
reached on the evening the yearlings from 
Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm in 
Jessamine County, Kentucky, are sold. 
This year the only other consignor was 
Larry S. MacPhail, who moved from base- 
ball to farming a few years ago and quick- 
ly established his stud at Glenangus Farm 
in Maryland as one of the best in the East. 

Almahurst sold 33 yearlings for an av- 
erage of $10,994, slightly below its aver- 
age on a smaller consignment in 1950. 
Glenangus averaged $7,747 on 15 head, a 
slight gain over a consignment of 10 last 
year. 

In all, the 48 head brought a total of 
$479,100. averaging $9,981. It was the 
biggest single night total recorded at Sara- 
toga since “Knight night” in 1946, when 
53 head sold by several consignors 


brought a record total of $577.900.

One of the most interesting consignments 
was that of the Wood Park and Confey 
Studs, of Ireland. The six yearlings in 
this group had been flown to the States 
and turned over to Mr. and Mrs. Thomas

sales preparation at their Tanrackin Farm 
at Bedford Hills, N. Y. The Irish colts 
and fillies appeared in much better physi- 
cal condition than most of the imported 
yearlings which have been sold in recent 
years and brought correspondingly good 
prices, ranging up to $17,500.

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Dr. E. W. Hagyard 
Dies at Age of 88 


Dr. E. W. Hagyard, for half a cen- 
tury one of America’s best known and 
most highly regarded veterinarians, died 
Wednesday morning, August 22, at his 
home in Lexington. He had been an in- 
valid for several years but was supported 
by a tremendous vitality which carried 
him through several crises. His death 
came after a critical illness of several 
weeks. 

Dr. Edward Weddell Hagyard, born in 
Brampton, Ontario, on March 24, 1863, 
was one of a family of veterinarians who 
for more than three-quarters of a century 
were closely associated with the leading 
contributors to the development of the 
Thoroughbred and Standardbred breeds in 
the United States. 


His father, Dr. Edward Thomas Hag- 
yard, born in Yorkshire, England, moved 
to Canada in 1849, was a veterinarian 
there for about 25 years, and in the 
early 1860’s was one of the founders of 
the Ontario Veterinary College, from 
which his three sons and his grandson, 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, were graduated 
later. In 1875 Dr. E. T. Hagyard was 
called to Winchester, Ky., to treat an ex- 
pensive Shorthorn bull, and was so im- 
pressed with the high state of develop- 
ment of the livestock industry in central 
Kentucky that he recommended the loca- 
tion to his second son, Dr. John Robert 
Hagyard, who was graduated in 1875 and 
set up practice at Lexington the follow- 
ing year. In 1878 the father moved to 
Winchester at the invitation of a group 
of Shorthorn breeders, and after a few 
years there, he transferred his practice 
to Lexington. 

The first son, Dr. Thomas Horsley Hag- 
yard, graduated in 1878, moved to Ten- 
nessee and practiced at Nashville for 
many years. He died in 1901, a year be- 
fore his father’s death. Dr. Edward W. 
Hagyard, the third son, was graduated in 
1888 and upon his father’s advice to 
“make his first mistakes away from home,” 
spent a year as assistant to his brother 
Thomas at Nashville. Then he returned 
to Lexington and practiced veterinary 
medicine. 

In 1896 “Dr. Ed” moved to Montana 
as veterinarian at Marcus Daly’s Bitter 
Root Ranch, and later he became man- 
ager of the equine department of the 
ranch, which had the most ambitious Thor- 
oughbred breeding program ever 
tempted in that section of the country. 
Mr. Daly died in October, 1900, and Dr. 
Hagyard continued in the employ of Bit- 
ter Root Ranch until the Thoroughbreds 
were dispersed the following year. 

In 1902, Dr. Hagyard became a mem- 


ber of the veterinary firm of Hagyard, 
Bryan, and Shannon, at Lexington. Be- 
cause of Mrs. Hagyard’s ill health, he 
moved his family to Portland, Ore., in 
1908. Mrs. Hagyard died at Portland in 
1910, and the family returned to Lexing- 
ton in 1912, when Dr. Hagyard joined 
in forming the partnership of Hagyard 
and Shannon. Dr. Shannon died in 1919, 
and in 1920 Dr. Hagyard joined a nephew 
in forming the firm of Hagyard and Smith. 
Dr. Charles E. Hagyard was graduated 
from Ontario Veterinary College in 1924, 
and he and his father formed the firm of 
Hagyard and Hagyard in 1930. “Dr. Ed” 
was an active partner in the firm until ill 
health forced his retirement in 1941. 

Dr. John Hagyard, after a long and 
distinguished career, “retired” in 1918, 
but for many years thereafter acted as 
consultant to purchasers of horses. He 
died in 1948 at the age of 92. 


Hagyard and Hagyard, for many years 
the best known firm of “horse doctors” in 
America, now has Dr. Charles E. Hagyard, 
Dr. Arthur Davidson, and Dr. William 
R. McGee as partners. Dr. George Bishop 
is an associate. 

The long and useful life of Dr. Edward 
W. Hagyard was part of a hereditary pat- 
tern. His grandfather, a medical doctor, 
lived to the age of 90; his father, whose 
life probably was shortened by three se- 
vere falls, died at 82; his brother, Dr. 
John, was 92 at the time of his death. 

These ages were attained in a profes- 
sion whose hard work, long hours, and 
other hazards frequently tend to shorten 
life expectancy. But the Hagyards were 
fortified with an extraordinary ability to 
relax and to enjoy life. They welcomed 
visitors, swapped yarns with the old-tim-

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ers and pleasantries with the young. The 
offices are, by long tradition, a gather- 
ing place not only for horsemen on busi- 
ness but also for those who simply wish to 
sit and talk a while. 


The youngsters listened eagerly to re- 
collections. If Dr. John recalled that 
Domino died from spinal meningitis, 
“which resulted from overfeeding,” Dr. 
Ed would be reminded that Commando’s 
death was the result of tetanus, “the most 
violent case I have ever seen.” The most 
noted runners and trotters of half century 
were familiar to them as former patients. 
If the late John H. Morris or one or his 
contemporaries dropped into the office, a 
sentence was likely to begin with: “Back 
in the winter of 1864....” 


Dr. Ed remembered especially his years 
with the copper king Marcus Daly, who 
hoped to establish in Montana’s Bitter 
Root Valley one of the country’s great 
studs. He took great quantities of blue 
grass seed—in one order, a full carload— 
to the ranch and established good pas- 
tures. He made several trips to England 
to purchase breeding stock, and another 
after Mr. Daly’s death to bring over the 
mares he had left there. One of the most 
influential broodmares he bought was 
*Berriedale, which left a trail of high- 
class performers among her descendants, 
including Maskette, Osmand, Whirlaway, 
Reaping Reward, and other good ones. 

On one of these trips he found a prom- 
ising 2-year-old called Diamond Jubilee 
for sale and had him bought for 20,000 
guineas until it was discovered that one 
of the provisions of the sale was that he 
should not be run in England. Mr. Daly 
then declined to accept the colt, which the 
following year won the English Derby. 

Offered *Star Shoot for 3,000 guineas, 
Dr. Hagyard turned him down, not be- 
cause his wind was affected, but because 
of the fact that he came from the No. 
9 family. (Bruce Lowe was then the gos- 
pel for Thoroughbred breeders, and he 
held that No. 9 was not a sire family.) 
*Star Shoot came to the United States 
later and was one of the great sires of 
his time. 

However, Dr. Hagyard assembled an 
excellent stud for Mr. Daly, who died and 
left others to reap the benefits. One of the 
mares Dr. Hagyard brought from England 
for the dispersal sale was *Optime, carry- 
ing Sysonby, which raced under the col- 
ors of James R. Keene with such distine- 
tion that many old-timers ranked him 
ahead of Man o’ War in debates over the 
“horse of the century.” 

Dr. Hagyard remained in active prac- 
tice at Lexington for nearly forty years 
after the Bitter Root dispersal, and even 
when age and infirmity obliged him to 
turn his work over to younger men he 
went to the office daily as long as his 
health permitted. Always kindly and

Sires in Great Britain, 1950, 
Ranked by Average Earnings 


It is difficult enough in one’s own coun- 
try to estimate the relative value of sires 
without sufficient information as to the 
number of progeny actively representing 
each stallion. It is considerably more diffi- 
cult to appraise records made in a foreign 
country with a different monetary stand- 
ard, a different racing routine, and other 
important differences. At present it is 
easy enough to find the winners represent- 
ing a sire in almost any country, but 
usually it is hard to discover an item quite 
as important—the number of non-winners. 

Since England is the traditional foun- 
tainhead from which the stud farms of 
the world have drawn their breeding stock, 
it appears worth a little effort to study 
the British statistics on the basis of earn- 
ings per starter. From such a study we 
can gain a somewhat clearer idea of rela- 
tive merit than if we simply scan the list 
of leading sires year after year. 

For many years the Racing Calendar in 
England has given the number of horses 
which raced on the flat and the total 
amount of money distributed in each year. 
From these the average expectancy for 
any year can be determined easily. Last 
year there were 4,727 runners on the flat 
in England and Scotland (Irish racing is 
not included), and they shared a total 
distribution of £1,147,75614, an average of 
£242.81 per starter, or roughly £242 and 
16 shillings. 

The number of runners representing 
each sire can be obtained only by tally- 
ing. However, it took only about a day’s 
work to tally the 4,727 runners under their 
‘sires, and after this it was easy enough 
to compare the actual records of the sires 
with their mathematical expectancy, based 
upon an average of £242.81 per runner. 

The accompanying tabulation gives the 
1950 records of all sires represented by as 
many as eight starters. They are arranged 
alphabetically, and in a separate tabula- 
tion the leaders, on an average-earnings 
basis, are given. 

To illustrate the method of calculation, 
*Goya II had nine runners in Great 
Britain last year. At £242.81 each their 
mathematical expectancy in earnings was 
nine times the average, or £2,185.29. Their 
actual earnings were £14,774 and 10 shill- 
ings, or £14,774.50, which is 6.76 times 
the expected earnings for nine runners. 
This is the index, 6.76. 

Victrix, another French sire, was also 
represented by nine starters and they 


earned £1,112, which is a trifle over half 
their mathematical expectation; the index 
for Victrix is .51, indicating that his get 
earned 51 per cent of their average ex- 
pectancy. (In 1949 the English index for 
Victrix was 1.10, or 10 per cent above ex- 
pectancy. ) 


The column immediately after the num- 
ber of winners shows the number of run- 
ners which earned at least four times the 
average expectancy, or £97114. As in the 
United States and other countries, this 
standard of four times the average may 
be used in Great Britain to mark the 
proportion of horses which may be con- 
strued as definitely successful in their rac- 
ing. The proportions, for the sires with the 
larger numbers of runners, are not great- 
ly different from those in America. In 
general, a good sire may be expected to 
have somewhere between 8 and 20 per 
cent of his runners in this category, with 
occasional departures above and below 
these limits. (In the U. S. a few of the 
younger stallions have been above 20 per 
cent for several years in succession. ) 

If a tally is made to show the number 
of sires at various levels on the earnings 
index, the distribution will be found very 
much like that in North America, with 
about 64 per cent of the sires falling be- 
low average expectation, that is, with in- 
dexes lower than 1.00. The principal dif- 


ference is that England has a slightly larg. 
er percentage of sires in the top brackets 
and a considerably larger percentage in 
the lowest groups. Last year more than a 
fourth of the sires represented by as many 
as eight runners had indexes of less than 
40, that is, earnings less than 40 per cent 
of expectancy. 

This difference in distribution is owing 
partly to the fact that English statistics 
are based on first money only, and partly 
to the frequent forays made by French 
horses on the best English races. Last 
year a total of 423 horses by French sires 
—give or take a few—raced in England. 
They earned £190,697 and 14 shillings, an 
average of £450 and 16 shillings. This left 
the horses by English sires with an aver- 
age of only £222 and 7 shillings. Last 
year was a very successful one for the 
French; this year the English sires will 
fare better in comparison. 


British average-earnings statistics, like 
those of other countries, are more sig- 
nificant if the annual records are accom- 
panied by a cumulative, or lifetime, in- 
dex. Unfortunately the data now avail- 
able are not sufficient for this. For a full 
account, English and French records 
should be combined. M. Romanet, of 
Paris, has advised me that he is sending 
the data from which the earnings index 
for sires in France in 1950 can be cal- 
culated. 


It will be noted that the first five on 
the list of English leaders in 1950 are 
horses standing in France, and that sev- 
eral other French stallions, including 
*Coastal Traffic, now in Kentucky, are 
among the leaders. This degree of pre- 
eminence for French horses is hardly to 
be expected as an annual routine, but 
even in lesser degree the French victories

Don Jose and the Film Patrol; 
Sona’s Adventure at Del Mar 


Det Mar 


Don Jose Hernandez, the hardest work- 
ing hombre in all southern California, has 
just undertaken his 93rd job and, although 
he gets a little rushed and out of breath 
at times, early reports indicate this latest 
venture is pretty much of an unqualified 
success. 

Hernandez. as you probably know, is 
“the voice” of Santa Anita and Del Mar. 
In addition to those jobs, he conducts an 
evening radio program, a weekly tele- 
vision show, makes selections for two 
newspapers. writes an occasional turf 
story. buys and sells Thoroughbreds, man- 
ages a bloodstock agency, has had a pass- 
ing interest in a florist shop and a bowl- 
ing alley, and has sung in a night club. 
With Hernandez complexion, he was 
never able to acquire that sophisticated 
night club pallor and, anyway, he finally 
gave up the job because of the press of 
other business. He will still sing at the 
drop of a sombrero, but only in an ama- 
teur way, which is a broad statement that 
may be taken either way you chose. 

Anyway. with all these activities, Don 
Jose was not busy enough, so in a few 
idle moments he organized what is uni- 
quely known as the Joe Hernandez com- 
pany to film motion pictures of races. His 
pictures are used by stewards at Del Mar 
as the official film patrol, and Bill Kyne 
has contracted to have Hernandez’ com- 
pany film the races next year at Bay 
Meadows. 

At a party for Kyne in the Jockey Club 
here the other evening, Hernandez had a 
special showing of some of his films. They 
made such a terrific hit that chairman 
Dwight Murphy and member Jack Sat- 
tler of the California Horse Racing Board 
wrote letters the next day to the man- 
agers of all tracks in these parts recom- 
mending that they adopt the Hernandez’ 
film patrol. 

Hernandez has been working. on the 
venture a couple of years—in his spare 
time. of course—and the pictures are 
sharp and clear. That, of course, is their 
best sales point. But there is another 
strong factor that cannot be overlooked in 
these days. The films are readily adapt- 
able, complete with sound, for TV show- 
ing in the evenings. 

The Hernandez film patrol operates 
from six cameras, stationed at three van- 
tage points around the track, and by a 


flick of switch sound may be _ provided 
for any special race or races desired. 
Hernandez also provides the sound, for 
free. 


As an illustration of what the films can 
accomplish for TV, Hernandez turned 
loose his cameras on the backstretch re- 
cently and came up with some pictures 
that would enthrall racing fans if brought 
into their homes in the evenings. The ac- 
tual showing of any day’s eight races on 
TV gets pretty monotonous, but race- 
tracks are overlooking a great promotion 
idea in failing to bring intimate back- 
stretch scenes to home screens. 


You can imagine how popular a film 
would be that showed Citation leaving his 
stall, his bandages being removed and 
Freeman McMillan boosted into his back 
for a workout early in the morning. The 
sound track could pick up Jimmy Jones’ 
instructions, then show Dan Barnett wash- 
ing down the great horse after the drill. 
Films like that would be tremendous. and 
in this television age it is a wonder some 
racetrack does not capitalize on the dra- 
matic stories that surround every back- 
stretch at every track in America. 


I’m not exactly boosting Hernandez for 
any job, TV or otherwise. He has enough 
to do now to keep busy. All I know is that 
Don Jose has come up with something out- 
standing in a new field. and his 93rd job 
might be one of his best. 


SUDDEN FILLY. One race does not 
make a career, but at least it’s a start. 
and no one can deny that a big chestnut 
filly named Sona is headed in the right 
direction. She made her racing debut here 
recently, and won in such a spectacular 
manner that folks are still raving about 
her. 


On the day she ran, Sona did not have 
her thoughts completely wrapped up in 
racing. She went into the air at the start. 
buckjumped out of the gate, then ran to 
the outside fence. Johnny Longden took 
her in hand and, counting the race lost. 
figured he would let Sona gallop after 
the field. Without much encouragement 
from Longden, she suddenly started run- 
ning. Going into the far turn, Sona was 
more than 15 lengths behind her field. 
Coming out of the turn, she was on top, 
and had the race won after running ex- 
tremely wide. “All I did.” Longden said 
afterwards, “was hold on.” 


He begged trainer Warren Stute for 
the chance to ride Sona back in the De- 
butante stakes—and got it. “This is one 
filly I don’t want to let get away from me,” 
Johnny added. If it is possible to beat 
Thataway in the Debutante Stakes, Sona 
looks like the most promising candidate 
for the job. 

Sona has already convinced a lot of 
people she is a filly of much class. After 
her victory, Mr. and Mrs. John Wack, of 
Santa Barbara, were asked if they would 
consider an offer of $50,000 for the filly. 
The answer was no. They were then asked 
if they would accept $75,000. “I'd cer- 
tainly be flattered by such an_ offer,” 
Wack said. Someone interpreted this to 
mean Sona was for sale, and a represen- 
tative of Louis B. Mayer dropped around 
the barn to look her over. Actually. Sona 
is not for sale—although if she were mine, 
and anyone offered me $75,000 for her, 
he would never get away without buying 
himself a horse. 

Sona is by *Nasrullah out of *Golden 
Meadow II. She was conceived in Ireland, 
but foaled at Elsmeade Farm in Ken- 
tucky. As a weanling, she was shipped 
to California, and has traveled across the 
country a couple of times since. Last 
spring when Great Circle invaded New 
York after winning the Maturity stakes 
at Santa Anita, Sona, and a few other 
stablemates, went along for company. 
Stute intended to race her in New York, 
but she had a little trouble and her ankles 
were fired. Her stablemate Tonga won at 
Belmont Park, then shipped over to Gar- 
den State for a stakes, but was unplaced. 
Until Sona ran her tremendous race here 
the other day, Stute always considered 
Tonga the better filly. Now he is not so 
sure. 

Both Sona and Tonga acquire their 
names from some South Sea _ Indian 
tongue. Sona means “gold,” and Tonga 
has something to do with “princess.” It 
isn’t important, anyway, and to the Amer- 
ican racing public Sona will probably be 
known simply as a running sonavagun. 


TANFORAN STAKES 


Tanforan has issued nomination blanks 
for the $147,500 worth of stakes and han- 
dicaps to be run at its meeting which ex- 
tends from September 10 to October 27. 
Of the 14 features listed, seven are handi- 
caps under non-stakes conditions. with 
$5.000 purses. The other seven have values 
ranging from $7,500 added up to $40,000. 
The top endowment is for the nine-furlong 
Tanforan Handicap, to be run October 6. 
The San Francisco Handicap, at a mile 
and a sixteenth, to be run on closing day, 
will have $20.000 added. 

Except for the Tanforan Handicap, 


which closes October 6, none of the races 
closes more than a week before the date 
of running. |

On the Rewards 
Of Patience

The numerous successes of French 
horses in England’s noted races in recent 
years have given rise to a continuing de- 
bate as to the reasons for the apparent 
superiority of the invaders. The French 
victories this year have not been so fre- 
quent or so important as in 1950, of 
course, but the Ascot Gold Cup, Corona- 
tion Cup, Irish Oaks, Princess Elizabeth 
Stakes, and Goodwood Cup are difficult 
to pass in silence. Besides, the sire of the 
English Derby winner was a stallion im- 
ported from France; as a matter of fact, 
in the last five years no English-bred stal- 
lion has been represented by a Derby 
winner. 

Whenever this subject is brought up for 
discussion among knowledgeable horse- 
men, there usually are five reasons put 
into the foreground to account for the 
apparent decline of the English race horse. 
These reasons are (1) the lack of ade- 
quate feed in England, (2) the tendency 
toward breeding sprinters and middle- 
distance horses instead of stayers, (3) 
the exportation of valuable stallions 
(*Blenheim Il, *Mahmoud, *Bahram, 
*Nasrullah, ete.), (4) the persistent in- 
clination toward sending 3-year-old classic 
winners to the stud without testing them 
more thoroughly for stamina, and (5) the 
abundance of 2-year-old races, which 
tempt owners to keep immature young- 
sters in training too long. 

Certainly the scarcity of good feed plays 
a great part. How can one expect to feed 
horses well when human beings in Eng- 
land live under stringent rationing? Every 
breeder and trainer knows the everlasting 
consequences of nutritional deficiences in 
mares, foals, and yearlings. 

But I would suppose that the most im- 
portant reason of all is the overabundance 
of 2-year-old races and the consequent 
tendency toward too much racing at this 
early age. In comparison with France, 
England has many more good 2-year-olds, 
fewer good 3-year-olds, and very few good 
older horses. 

At the beginning of organized racing 
in England, horses began racing as 5-year- 
olds. Now they have come from one ex- 
treme to the other. 

No one will dispute the usefulness of 
2-year-old racing. It helps owners to re- 
gain quickly some of their always heavy 
expenses. It provides an opportunity for 
the successful exploitation of horses which 
are by nature precocious and fast, and 
thus aids in the selection of future stal- 
lions. Finally, it is important for every 
race horse, unless he is prevented by ex- 
cessive growth or by some ailment, to be- 


come acquainted with the race track at 
an early age, so as not to be handicapped 
by being “green” when he faces the more 
strenuous tasks of the 3-year-old. But be- 
tween this necessity and the abuse of the 
2-year-old there is an enormous difference. 

A few examples may be instructive. The 
Woodcote Stakes, at five furlongs, was 
first run in 1807 and is one of the oldest 
2-year-old races in England. Nearly every 
year it brings together a number of highly 
regarded youngsters. In 143 years of rac- 
ing. only 13 winners of this race (Cre- 
morne, Sceptre. *Rock Sand among them) 
were capable of winning classic honors at 
three. 

The Aga Khan’s beautiful Dante filly 
Diableretta was raced nine times as a 2- 
year-old, her last race of the season a 
murderous duel with Corejada. At three 
she has been a complete failure, unwill- 
ing to go to the start, unwilling to extend 
herself in her race. Two years ago in the 
United States the excellent filly Bed 0’ 
Roses ran 22 times as a 2-year-old; she 
was a very long time in finding her form 
at three. 

For a striking contrast, consider the 
treatment of 2-year-olds in the stable of 
Marcel Boussac, which in recent years 
has had an unprecedented run of succes- 
ses. Its noted horses raced, as 2-year-olds: 
Galcador, once; Scratch, twice; *Ardan, 
*Priam II, Cillas, three times; Tourbillon, 
*Goya II, Sandjar, four times; *Djeddah, 
five times; Djebel and Coaraze, excep- 
tionally precocious, six times. The two 
greatest, Pharis and Caracalla, both un- 
beaten, never raced at all in their 2-year- 
old years. Neither did Arbar and Thor. 

The result for the Boussae stable: eight 
French Derbys, one English Derby, one 
English St. Leger, four Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, four Prix du President, and 
so many other noted races that it would 
be out of the question to enumerate them. 

The fillies were handled even more cau- 


ADMIRAL LEA TO DANADA 


Admiral Lea, a 5-year-old son of Bull 
Lea and the Blue Larkspur mare Que 
Gato, will enter stud in 1952 at Mr. and 
Mrs. Dan Rice’s Danada Farm, Lexington. 

Admiral Lea had won $58,800 in very 
fast company and appeared headed for 
an outstanding racing career when, at 3 
in 1949, he bowed a tendon which did not 
respond satisfactorily to treatment. Al- 
though he has been in top condition other- 
wise, the decision to retire him was made 
last week when it was determined that he 
could not return to the Ada L. Rice Stable 
this season. 

Shortly before he bowed, he had won 
at a mile at Arlington Park in 1:3514, de- 
feating Johns Joy, Ponder, and other lead- 
ing horses. He placed in numerous stakes. 

At stud he will be under the direction 
of Olin Gentry, manager of Danada Farm. 
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tiously than the colts, and they have won 
the Are de Triomphe three times, the 
French Oaks twice, the English Oaks once, 
and many other classic events. A harvest 
such as no other stable ever had has been 
the just reward for patient and skilful 
handling of its most promising 2-year-olds. 

In the United States it is hardly a mat- 
ter for debate that the best 2-year-olds 
are often over-raced. The trainers are 
expert in conditioning their charges— 
how much European trainers learned from 
Sam Hildreth, Wallace Davis, William 
Duke, and Eugene Leigh! The owners are 
usually good business men, showing cau- 
tion and foresight in their business opera- 
tions. But when it comes to the racing of 
2-year-olds, caution and foresight are re- 
placed by eagerness and impatience. Many 
a horse whose conformation, pedigree, ac- 
tion, and courage make him capable of 
the highest honors, if only time is given 
for him to mature soundly, is overraced 
and undone as a 2-year-old. That is why 
so many of them go to pieces so early. 


In every human activity patience is a 
great asset, and especially in the training 
and management of race horses. A good 
horse sparingly used as a 2-year-old will 
largely pay back his owner later. But af- 
ter his first races, if he does not show clear 
signs of progress, his racing should be 
stopped. He has indicated plainly that his 
physical development is not sufficient for 
the task he is asked to fulfill. If continued 
in racing despite this evidence he will al- 
most certainly deteriorate. 


The overabundance of valuable 2-year- 
old races provides a great temptation to 
reach for the quick dollar. The race tracks 
may limit the number of such races, but 
mainly it is up to the owners to exercise 
their patience and look for their reward 
the next year. 

The offspring of *Goya II and *Priam 
II now face the problem of adjustment to 
American demands for precocity and quick 
speed. The sons and daughters of *Goya 
II are, in general, very willing to give 
their best. and hence may easily be over- 
strained if asked to do more than their 
physical development makes _ possible. 
Once pressed beyond this physical limita- 
tion, they may not find it possible to carry 
on later as successfully as if they had 
been handled more cautiously. 

*Priam II underwent an _ enormous 
change in physical development between 
his 2- and 3-year-old seasons. His daugh- 
ter Stratonice, (one of his first crop), 
sparingly raced at two and winner this 
year of the French Oaks, gives a clear 
hint as to how his offspring should be 
treated to obtain the best results. 

Similarly, the offspring of *Ardan, 
*Djeddah, *Nirgal, *Ambiorix, and others 
will best reward their owners as 3-year- 
olds when they have been spared over- 
exertion at two. The sons and daughters 
can only follow their sires. 
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Ray Bell Finds 
A Good One 


In Ireland last year Ray Bell, of Cali- 
fornia, bought for 700 guineas a yearling 
colt by the speed sire Wyndham (*Blen- 
heim II—Bossover, by The Boss), out of 
the unraced mare Staunton, by *The 
Satrap out of Crotanstown, winner of two 
races and third in the Irish One Thousand 
Guineas. This month he was back in Ire- 
land to have another look at the colt, now 
named Windy City, and apparently the 
fastest 2-year-old in the country. 

Windy City began racing in April at 
Phoenix Park by scoring a ten-length vic- 
tory in a 20-horse race. He was imme- 
diately recognized as a youngster of ex- 
ceptional promise, and is still undefeated. 
His latest victory was in the Phoenix 
Park “Fifteen Hundred” on August 11. 
He won in a canter, by eight lengths, and 
old-timers assured his owner they had 
never seen the race won more easily. 

Since this was the most important test 
the colt could take in Ireland, Mr. Bell 
is now planning to send him to York 
for the Gimcrack Stakes, in which he re- 
ports that Gordon Richards will ride him. 
After that he may tackle French compe- 
tition in the Prix d’Arenberg at Long- 
champ in October, if all goes well. Furth- 
er plans are indefinite, but Bell will be 
tempted, of course, to bring the colt to 
the United States. 

Windy City was bred by Lt.-Col. H. C. 
Alexander in Ireland, and was purchased 
by Trainer P. J. Prendergast on behalf 
of an English client who found that cir- 
cumstances prevented his taking the colt. 
Thereupon Prendergast passed him on to 
Mr. Bell; he has continued as the trainer.

pleasant, he enjoyed talking with the staff 
and visitors and keeping up with the news 
and with developments in veterinary prac- 
tice. Because of his everlasting good 
humor his clients were always his friends. 

When Dr. Hagyard began practice most 
of the modern antitoxins, serums, vac- 
cines, hormones, and vitamins and many 
of the drugs were unknown. A favorite 
prescription of his younger days was “Dr. 
Green,” his name for a piece of sod to be 
placed in a sick horse’s stall and eaten, 
grass, roots, dirt, and all, if the patient 
would go that far. He arrived early at the 
principle, now generally accepted, that 
many animals sickened because of some 
deficiency in their diet and that improve- 
ment would result if the deficiency could 
be corrected. 

Dr. Hagyard is survived by his son Dr. 
Charles E. Hagyard; two daughters, Mrs. 


Harold Fallon (wife of the manager of 
Hal Price Headley’s Beaumont Farm, Lex- 
ington) and Miss Ruth V. Hagyard, of the 
staff of THe Btoop-Horse; and three 
grandchildren. 


Ross E. Cooper 


At Inglewood, Calif., on August 14, 
Ross E. Cooper, for years prominent in 
California racing as breeder, owner, and 
trainer, died at the age of 64. Active until 
recently, though he had been in ill health 
for some years, Mr. Cooper died after an 
acute illness of a month. 

A native of Kansas, Ross Cooper and 
his brother Charles set out as young men 
to make their fortunes farther West. Ross 
went to Oregon, later to Texas, where he 
made financial gains in the oil business, 
and finally to California. In 1932 he and 
his brother bought the big Rancho San 
Luis Rey, near Bonsall, in southern Cali- 
fornia. San Luis Rey became one of the 
largest and most important Thoroughbred 
nurseries in the State during the lean 
years of the depression, before racing was 
discovered as a bonanza. 

Ross Cooper left the management of the 
farm to his brother, spent his own time 
mostly as a trainer. For years he had un- 
der his direction one of the largest public 
stables in California, usually including 
some of the stock from San Luis Rey. The 
stable under his direction this year was 


small, and has been taken over by his 
longtime assistant Dale Landers. 

Survivors in the immediate family in- 
clude his widow, Mrs. Mabel Cooper, two 
sisters, and two brothers.

have been enough to create a powerful com- 
petition for the world. market in which 
England held the ascendancy for so long. 

Aside from the strength of sires actual- 
ly standing abroad, the old English strains 
have had fierce competition from stallions 
imported from other countries. Donatello 
II and Nearco came from Italy; *Nasrul- 
lah and Dante are sons of Nearco. It may 
be comforting that in the long run all the 
pedigrees trace to English sources, but 
it is only an academic comfort. It has 
been pretty well demonstrated by now 
that all racing countries, including even 
Mother England, are dependent upon one 
another for breeding stock. 

The characteristics of race horses are 
not determined by remote ancestry, which 
is of virtually no importance, but by the 
conditions under which each generation is 
tested for merit. Hence different countries 
will tend to produce special excellence in 
different phases of the over-all merit of 
the race horse. Each country must draw 
upon others for the excellence it has failed 
to create within its own boundaries. 


Cover Picture: Count Fleet 


Count Fleet, one of the several claimants 
of the distinction of “best since Man 0’ 
War,” entered the stud in 1945 at the 
Stoner Creek Stud of his breeder, Mrs. 
John D. Hertz, after having established 
himself as one of the best horses of the 
century. At two he won 10 of his 15 races, 
by margins up to 30 lengths. In the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont Park he ran a 
mile in 1:3444, a new world record for 
a 2-year-old. At three he was undefeated 
in six starts, including the “triple crown.” 

In the Belmont he sustained an injury 
which prevented him from further racing. 
An attempt was made to train him as a 
4-year-old, but he did not get to the post. 

There were 24 foals of 1946 in Count 
Fleet’s first crop, not counting one which 
died at two. Of these, 19 have won and 
five are stakes winners: Ennobled, Our 
Fleet, Sequence, Count-A-Bit, and Fleet- 
ing Star. 

In the second crop were 24 foals, omit- 
ting two which died. Of these, 14 are 
winners, and three are stakes winners, 
Fleet Rings, Be Fleet, and County De- 
light. 

The third crop consisted of 32 foals of 
1948, excluding one whose registration 
was voided. To date a total of 19 have 
won, including the stakes winners Juliets 


Nurse, Count Turf, Atalanta, Kiss Me 
Kate, and Counterpoint. 

In summary: 80 registered foals of rac- 
ing age through 1950, 52 winners to date 
in 1951, and 13 stakes winners. 

For some time horsemen, remembering 
Count Fleet’s extraordinary speed and 
forgetting his stamina, regarded him cau- 
tiously, with the idea that his reputation 
as a sire might be based upon speed and 
precocity instead of the classics. The 1951 
season has resolved these doubts, prin- 
cipally through the victories of Count 
Turf in the Kentucky Derby, of Counter- 
point in the Belmont Stakes, and of Be 
Fleet and County Delight in the handi- 
cap ranks. Through these and other stakes 
winners Count Fleet now leads the sire 
list with a total of $563.830 in first monies 
earned this year. 

Through 1950 Count Fleet had had an 
even 100 year-starters which had earned 
$638,708, or, on an average-earnings basis, 
2.72 times their expectancy. His 2-year-old 
runners had an index of 2.57; 3-year-olds, 
2.47; 4-year-olds, 4.02. Of his 13 4-year- 
old representatives which ran 1m 1950, 
only two failed to win at least 1.5 times 
the year’s average ($2,221), only four 
were below an index of 3.0 (three times 
average), and seven had indexes above 4.0.

In the forty-first running of the American Derby 
Hall of Fame, the favorite at $1.40 to $1, scored 
his fifth successive stakes victory and became the 
leading money-winning 3-year-old of a confused 
season. Under the allowance system set up for the 
race, he conceded weight to all but Rough’n Tum- 
ble. Apparently to avoid the chance of reopening 
any of the several small cuts which showed on 
his hind legs, he raced wide all the way and thus 
conceded a considerable amount of ground to the 
others. 

Ted Atkinson kept the favorite under a strong 
hold early in the race, just behind the pacemaking 
Longleat. Abbe Sting, which got into the Derby 
with the maximum allowance in weight, took over 
the lead after six furlongs and had drawn clear 
of the field as he rounded the final turn and came 
into the home stretch. Hall of Fame, well out in 
the track at this point, drifted out still farther on 
the turn, and the big crowd began to wonder 
whether it had done wisely in investing so much 
money on the chances of the Greentree colt. 

Inside the eighth pole, with a length and a half 
still to make up, Atkinson drew his whip for the 
first time, pushed Hall of Fame into the lead, and 
won going away by three-quarters of a length. 
Despite the extra distance he had covered, the 
son of Shut Out-ran the mile and a quarter in 
2:01%, only four-fifths of a second more than 
Ponder’s track record for the distance. 

Hall of Fame and the Travers Stakes winner 
Battlefield now appear as the most consistent and 
durable rivals for the year’s top honors among 
3-year-olds. Unbeaten since he won the Kent 
Stakes at Delaware Park June 23, Hall of Fame 
rests his claim upon his succession of five stakes 
victories, including the Arlington Classic and the 
American Derby. For pedigree and family par-

A bit of failure does not ordinarily discourage 
Hal Price Headley from trying again. He had run 
his 5-year-old mare Lithe nine times this year with- 
out winning a race before the Clang Handicap. 
However, she had shown improvement in her last 
two starts, finishing close up in good company. In 
the Clang Handicap, receiving weight by the scale 
only from Bewitch, she went to the front in the 
stretch, won by two lengths, equaled the track 
record set by Ky. Colonel two years ago. 

Hasty House Farm’s entry of Seaward and Wine 
List finished a nose apart in second and third 
place, but the result had to be qualified with a 
large if. Wine List dominated the race into the 
stretch, then yielded ground stubbornly, and pulled 
up showing a pronounced lameness. 

Lithe, foaled at Mr. Headley’s Beaumont Farm, 
Lexington, on April 26, 1946, won the Demoiselle 
Stakes at two, the Arlington Matron and Comely 
Handicaps at three, the Arlington Matron again 
and the Beverly Handicap last year at four. She 
is the last of the four high-class stakes winners 
produced by her high-class dam. Alcibiades had 
one later foal, a *Rico Monte filly born last year 
when she was 23 years old, and was then retired.

Battlefield, a $4,500 bargain from the Jonabell 
Stable’s consignment to the 1949 yearling sales 
at Saratoga, has been the most consistent per- 
former among this year’s numerous 3-year-old 
stars. In eleven starts he has won six times, and 
in the other five finished second. His stakes vic- 
tories have been in the Withers, Shevlin, Dwyer, 
Choice, and Travers. Counterpoint beat him by 
four lengths in the Belmont Stakes and Hall of 
Fame, currently his principal rival, finished a 
neck ahead of him in the Arlington Classic. He 
was also second in the Swift Stakes (to Jumbo) 
and Peter Pan Handicap (to Counterpoint). 

The Travers raised Battlefield’s two-year earnings 
to $347,977, moved him up to twenty-sixth place 
among American money winners, just behind Alsab. 

For a four-horse field, the Travers produced an 
uncommon amount of crowding. Yildiz, in the out- 
side post position, veered in sharply at the start, 
bumped Combat Boots over against Big Stretch, 
which lost more ground than either of the others. 
Battlefield escaped the difficulty at the start, but 
was thoroughly hemmed in by Yildiz and Combat 
Boots at the first turn and had to be taken up 
by Arcaro. He came out when clear in the back 
stretch and moved up gradually to head Yildiz a 
quarter-mile from home. The Jeffords colt hung 
on doggedly in the stretch but Battlefield drew 
away near the end to win by three-quarters of a 
length.

The Saratoga Special, only race of its kind in 
America, is a winner-take-all affair in which the 
track puts up nothing besides the trophy.

As in the accompanying feature, 
the Travers Stakes, it drew a field of only four 
starters and the winner was an odds-on choice.

Cousin, bought by Alfred Vanderbilt for $20,000 
from the Coldstream Stud consignment at Keene- 
land last year, was winning his fifth race in suc- 
cession. He is unbeaten except for his first start. 
in which he finished unplaced in a field of 
maidens running down the Widener Course 
straightaway at Belmont Park in June. 

In the Special, Cousin hung close to the pace 
made by Old Tronsides and Mr. Turf. When Eric 
Guerin drove him to the front at the eighth-pole 
he drifted out toward the center of the track but 
drew away to win by two lengths. He had pre- 
viously won the Great American Stakes at Aque- 
duct: pedigree and family particulars were given 
in THe Broop-Horse of July 21, page 199.

Bred by Duval A. Headley, Tom Fool 
was purchased privately by Greentree 
Stable, and provided that stable’s tenth 
winner of the Saratoga meeting. He is a 
bay colt by Menow out of Gaga, by 
*Bull Dog.

entry, went to the post at the shortest odds in her 
career, 30 cents to the dollar. The second-choice 
A Gleam was 10 to 1. 

Princess Lygia, as usual, got away quickly under 
the guidance of Jockey Kenneth Church and went 
into an early lead. From there on things went 
contrary to what Washington Park’s crowd con- 
sidered reasonable expectation. Nearing the end 
of the back stretch Steve Brooks moved A Gleam 
up to within a half length of the favorite. Instead 
of being shaken off, the Calumet filly hung close 
to the pacemaker around the turn, went past her 
near the three-sixteenths pole, and drew away to 
win by six lengths. Bella Figura and Aesthete. 
which like the winner are daughters of noted 
race mares, were gaining in the stretch and at the 
finish both were lapped on the favorite. 

No immediate excuse was offered for Princess 
Lygia; she simply tired under the pressure forced 
upon her by the winner. 

A Gleam, first filly offspring of Calumet’s noted 
race mare Twilight Tear, best of her year in 1944. 
was foaled at Calumet Farm March 22, 1949. She 
made her first start in a maiden race at Arlington 
Park July 19, led by 3% lengths at the eighth- 
pole, fell back to finish fourth. In another maiden 
race July 29 she winged into an early lead, kept 
drawing away, won by eight lengths from a mod- 
erate field. On August 8 she tackled better com- 
pany in the George Woolf Memorial, finished 
third to Baybrook and Red Charger. In the Prin- 
cess Pat she zoomed into the front ranks among 
the 2-year-olds. where her stablemate the Arling- 
ton Futurity winner Hill Gail was already estab- 
lished. 

A Gleam is the thirty-second stakes winner in 
North America for the great old sire *Blenheim 
II. and the third for him this year. *Blenheim 
I's other stakes winners in 1951 are Bryan G. 
and Blentigo.

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New Registration 


Booklet Planned 


A new edition of the principal rules 
and regulations governing the registration 
of Thoroughbreds is being prepared by 
the registration department of The Jockey 
Club, under the direction of Mrs. Lillian 
Brennan. The booklet will be ready for 
distribution within about two weeks, and 
may be obtained by addressing The 
Jockey Club at 250 Park Avenue, New 
York 17, N. Y. 


The following are some of the regula- 
tions, of particular interest to breeders: 


1A. Strattion Reports: Stallion owners are re- 
quired to report all mares bred each year, giving 
the name of the owner of the mare and all dates 
of service. These reports should be made by the 
end of each breeding season, and should be signed 
by the owner (or agent in charge) of the stallion. 

A service certificate, giving the dates of service, 
should be furnished the owner of each mare bred. 
This is to be attached to the application to regis- 
ter the resulting foal when it is sent to the 
Registry Office. 

Certificates of Registration for foals will not be 
issued unless both the stallion report and the serv- 
ice certificate are on file in the Registry Office. 


2A. Foat Recistrations: The fee to register a 
foal is $10.00, if paid by October 31st of the year 
of foaling. 

On and after January Ist of the three-year-old 
year, foals are not eligible for registration for any 


purpose whatever. (See Rule 65 of the Rules of’ 


Racing.) 

Applications must be made on Jockey Club reg- 
ular blanks and all information requested on the 
blanks must be furnished. To register a foal it 
is required that both sire and dam be satisfactorily 
identified. 

Certificate of service, giving dates, and signed 
by the owner (or authorized agent in charge) of 
the stallion, must accompany all applications for 
registration. 

The State and Country in which the foal was 
dropped must be furnished. 

As applications are permanent records, 
must be written in ink, or typewritten. 

To complete an application the registration fee 
due for each foal must accompany the application, 
and must reach the Registry Office by the dates 
set forth in Rule 65. Remittances must be made 
in New York funds, and payable to the order. of 
The Jockey Club. 

A foal is not eligible for registration unless it 
is begotten by natural service, although it is 
permitted to reinforce at once the natural service 
by artificial insemination with semen from the 
stallion performing the natural service on the 
mare that has just been covered. 

When foaling is expected to occur after October 
3lst, payment of the fee should be made on or 
before that date, giving the name of breeder, sire 
and dam. Application blank can then be com- 
pleted at time of foaling and mailed to The 
Jockey Club. This procedure will avoid the penalty 
otherwise incurred in Rule 65. 

If, for any reason, The Jockey Club regular 
blanks cannot be completed so as to reach The 
Jockey Club on or before October 31st of the 
year of foaling, temporary application may be 
made by remitting the fee due, giving name of 
the owner of the foal, its color and sex, and 
names of sire and dam. In this way penalties will 
be avoided. It is required, however, that the com- 
pleted application blanks be sent in promptly 
thereafter. 

Registration fees are refunded only when death

of the year of foaling, and provided that the 
Registration Certificate has not been issued. 

In the case of twin foals, each foal should be 
registered separately and the fee for each must 
be paid. If one twin dies and the other lives and 
is registered, the fact that it is a twin must be 
noted on the application for registration. 


3A. IpentIFICATION OF ANIMALS: Identification 
is usually accomplished by furnishing the name, 
age. sex, sire, dam and color: photographs clearly 
showing all the markings; a written description of 
the markings: a history of the previous owner- 
ship: and the tattoo number, if any, which ap- 
pears on the inner side of the upper lip. 


4A. Names: A foal may be named _ without 
charge if name is claimed prior to January Ist, of 
the two-year-old year. (See Rule 66 of the Rules 
of Racing.) 

Names may not be claimed by telephone or 
telegraph. It is required that all names be claimed 


in writing for specific foals, giving color, sex, 
age, sire and dam. All claims for names must he 
signed by the applicant. 


Name Nor Etnicrsre: Names currently in use. 
(See Rule 67 (b) of the Rules of Racing.) 

Names consisting of more than fourteen (14) 
letters, or more than three words. Spaces and 
punctuation marks count as letter. 

Names of living persons, unless their written per- 
mission to use the name is filed with The Jockey 
Club.

Names whose spelling or pronunciation is similar 
to names already in use.

2nd, 3rd, etc. cannot be used in naming horses. 
These designations are used only for horses im- 
ported into the United States from a foreign coun- 
try whose names are the same as names already 
in use. 

Identical prefixes or suffixes may not be used 
by any owner in naming horses bred or owned 
by him. 


5A. DupLicate Certiricates: Duplicate certifi- 
cates are issued only upon fulfillment of the fol- 
lowing requirements: 

1. Submission of an affidavit (notarized) as to 
the loss or destruction of the original certificate. 
This affidavit must be made by the party who 
last had, and who lost or destroyed the original. 
If it is impossible to locate the party who had 
the original certificate, an affidavit made by the 
owner of the animal will be accepted. This affi- 
davit must state that every effort has been made 
to locate the original certificate, without success. 

2. Identification of the animal. This consists of 
name, age, sex, sire, dam, color; photographs clear- 
ly showing all the markings, as well as a written 
description of the markings; a history of the pre- 
vious ownership of the animal; and the tattoo num- 
ber, if any. 

3. Payment of the fee due, which is $10.00. 

If the original certificate is located after a dupli- 
cate certificate has been issued, the original must 
be returned to the Registry Office for cancellation. 


6A. CorrecteD CERTIFICATES: Recorded descrip- 
tions may be changed only upon submission of an 
affidavit (notarized) made by the breeder stating 
that he identifies the animal in question as having 
been registered by him. This affidavit must give 
the name, age, sex, sire, dam and color, must re- 
quest correction, and must state what the correc- 
tion is. P 

Photographs clearly showing all the actual mark- 
ings must accompany the request for correction. 

The charge for a corrected certificate is $2.00. 

The original certificate must be returned with 
the request for correction. 


7A. TransFrers: The Jockey Club does not execute 
or record transfers of ownership. Certificates of 
registration must be preserved and transferred to 
the new owner without charge. Possession and 
presentation of the certificate is a requirement to 
race the horse. Transfers must be recorded on 
the reverse side of the certificate, giving the date 
of transfer. 


8A. Export Certificates: Jockey Club certifi- 
cates are for use only within the American Stud 
Book jurisdiction, and when a horse is sent to 
another country, it is required that a Certificate 
of Exportation be applied for. 


The country of destination, name of shipper, 
vessel and date of shipment must be furnished. If 
a brood mare, the name of the stallion or stallions 
to which she was bred and the dates of covering 
must be furnished. If a gelding, the date of geld- 
ing must be furnished. 

The fee for an Export Certificate is $5.00. 


9A. Detayep Recistrations: All the require- 
ments outlined in the section entitled “Foal Regis- 
trations” must be met. 


In addition, the owner of the dam at the time 
the foal was dropped is required to furnish a 
notarized statement to the effect that he owned the 
mare when the foal in question was dropped, giv- 
ing the date of foaling, and the sex, color and 
markings of the foal. Photographs showing all 
the actual markings of both the dam and the 
foal must accompany the affidavit. 


10A. WitHour Pepicree: Horses sold or 
disposed of as without pedigree must be reported 
promptly, and the certificate of registration must 
be surrendered for cancellation. Horses so disposed 
of, and whose registration has been cancelled, 
cannot be reinstated. 


13A. ALrerinc Certiricares: Any person who 
alters a registration certificate or who wilfully

14A. Names ror BroopMARES oR STAL- 
Lions: When no name was claimed prior to the 
date set in Rule 66, and application is made to 
register a foal by or out of the unnamed animal, 
the animal must be named before the foal can be 
registered. At this time there is no charge to 
name, but the animal so named will not be per- 
mitted to race under that name. ' 


15A. Araprans: Arab and Anglo-Arab horses are 
no longer eligible for registration for any pur- 
pose whatsoever. 


16A. Mare Reports: The breeding status of a 
mares must be reported each year. If a mare has 
no living foal the report must state whether she 
was barren, slipped her foal, had a dead foal, 
was not covered the previous year, or just exactly 
what the status was. 


17A. DeatH Reports: All deaths should be re- 
ported giving the date of death. Registration cer- 
tificates for animals which are dead should be 
returned to the Registry Office for cancellation. 
Dead animals cannot be registered. 


18A. Getpinc Reports: All geldings must be 
reported, giving the date of castration.

19A. Breeper—Leases: The breeder of an ani- 
mal, for the purposes of registration, is the owner 
of the dam at the time of foaling, and when 
held under a lease, bred on shares or in partner- 
ship, only such lease or partnership will be re- 
cognized for such purposes which is filed in the 
Office of The Jockey Club. 

Leases of mares must be filed with The Jockey 
Club not later than the time application is made 
to register the foal. Leases may not be made 
retroactive. 

The fee to file a lease is $1.00 per year for 
each mare. 


20A. Horses which have been domiciled in Hun- 
gary, Germany or Austria, if imported to the 
United States, will not be considered for registra- 
tion except in those instances where they have 
been theretofore accepted, with proper credentials, 
into the Stud Book of England, France or Italy. 
Such credentials must accompany the animals. 


21A. Importep Horses: Photographs showing all 
markings must accompany all applications to 
register imported horses. See Rule 69 of Rules of 
Racing for other requirements. 


61. Except as provided in Rule 65, horses foaled 
in the United States, Canada, Cuba or Mexico 
must be registered with the Registry Office before 
November Ist of the year in which they are foaled. 


62. The registration shall comprise the name, if 
any; the color and marks, if any; whether a 
horse, mare or gelding; and the names of its sire 
and dam. If the mare was covered by more than 
one stallion, the names or descriptions in full 
must be stated. 


63. The registration fee shall be $10 for each 
animal, which will include certificate. 


64. Only those horses are eligible for registry 
which authentically trace, in all of their lines, to 
animals recorded in the American Stud Book or 
in a Stud Book of another country recognized by 
The Jockey Club, and which are eligible under 
the rules and regulations from time to time adopted 
by the Stewards of The Jockey Club. 


65. Upon failure to register a horse before No- 
vember Ist of the year of his birth, he may be 
registered prior to January Ist of his three-year- 
old year by special permission of the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club, but not thereafter. If the 
application to register be made prior to the Jan- 
uary Ist next following his birth, the payment 
of a fee of $20 will be required; if made after 
that date and prior to January Ist of his two-year- 
old year the required fee will be $50; and _ if 
made after that date and prior to January Ist of 
his three-year-old year $100. 


66. A name for each horse may be claimed gratis 
through the Registry Office before January Ist of 
his two-year-old year. On or after that date, a 
horse may be named upon payment of a fee of 
$50 and then only if the name is claimed and 
allowed at least two days before the date of his 
first start. 


67(a). All names are subject to approval or dis- 
approval by the Stewards of The Jockey Club. 

(b) No name that has been used during the 
previous fifteen years, either in the stud or on 
the turf, shall be duplicated, and no name may 
be claimed for any unregistered horse. 


68. By special permission of the Stewards of The 
Jockey Club a name may be changed but only upon 
the payment of a fee of $100, except that when a 
horse’s name is changed before January Ist of 
his two-year-old year, permission is not necessary 
and the fee is only $10. However, no change of 
name will be permitted after a horse has won a 
race. 


69(a). No horse foaled out of the United States, 
Canada, Cuba or Mexico shall be registered until 
the owner has filed in the Registry Office a certi- 
ficate stating age, color, sex, distinguishing marks, 
if any, and pedigree as recorded in the recognized 
Stud Book of its native country or of that country 
from which it is exported; or unless, in respect 
of the age and identity of the horse, the owner 
has otherwise satisfied the Stewards of The Jockey 
Club. In both cases there must be filed after im- 
portation a veterinarian’s certificate or identifica: 
tion. 


(b) This registration must be made at the 
Registry Office within sixty days after the horse’s 
original landing in this country, and the registra- 
tion fee shall be $10 for each horse, which will in- 
clude certificate of registration. 


(c) If it be proved to the satisfaction of the 
Stewards of The Jockey Club that failure of regis- 
tration be unintentional or accidental, and _pro- 
vided that application to register be made within 
one year of the original arrival in this country, 
such registration may be permitted by the pay- 
ment of $50 if made within six months after land- 
ing, and if made after such time, upon payment 
of $100. 


82. Upon any change of name of a horse which 
has run in any country, his old name as well as 
his new name must be given in every entry until 
he has run three times under new name over the 
course of an Association. 


CoLtor GUIDE 
BAY. This varies from a light yellowish tan, 
(light bay) to a dark rich shade almost brown, 
and between these a bright mahogany (blood bay). 


BROWN. This is sometimes difficult to tell 
from black or dark bay but can be distinguished 
by noting the fine tan or brown hairs on the 
muzzle or flanks. 


BLACK. If any doubt arises in determining 
between dark brown and black, the black can be 
determined by noting the fine black hair on the 
muzzle. 


CHESTNUT. This varies from a dark liver color 
to a light washy yellow, between which comes the 
brilliant red gold and copper shades. Never have 
black mane, tail or points. 


DUN. This varies from mouse color to a golden 
dun, and very generally is accompanied with black 
points and stripe. 


GRAY. This is a mixture of white hairs and 
black, sometimes scarcely distinguishable from 
black at birth, getting lighter with age. 


ROANS. There are two classes of these—red 
or strawberry produced by the intermingling of 
red, white and yellow hairs and the blue, pro- 
duced by intermingling of black, yellow and 
white hairs.
